Net Control

BUDGET RESULTS AND IDEAS 
Terry Matzkin, President 


For the first time in quite a while your Board 
appointed a three person finance committee to 
review the actual expenses versus budget for 2001 
and make recommendations for 2002. | thank 
Reggie, Michael Burge and Trevor for their time 
and hard work in reviewing the numbers. They 
came up with some very interesting and useful 
observations. One of the most striking was that 
we are dependent on Pacificon income to cover 
our expenses. Pacificon 2001 donated $8500 to 
MDARGC. This led to a gain in our overall bank 
accounts of $2200 for the year. One can see that 
without this inflow the club would operate a deficit. 
One reason is that our dues are not keeping pace 
with our costs. More than half of our members 
generously contribute to the repeaters, whether 
they use them or not. | will be appointing a dues 
committee to review the two tiered dues structure 
and come up with recommendations on balancing 
the budget strictly from dues. Other income that 
we make (jackets, magnetic signs, etc) can be 
used to replace equipment, etc. We will activate 
a membership committee to review ways to reach 
out to the hams in the area that are not members 
of any club and solicit their membership with us. 
Please give thought to hams that you know who 
do not belong to any club and approach them. Or 
give their names to me and | will contact them. 


Some cost saving ideas include: e-mailing the 
Carrier rather than spending money on postage 
and printing. Members who do not have email 
can continue to have it snail mailed. We have 
purchased a digital voice mail answering machine 
saving the expense of a Pac Bell voice mail. Your 
Board will not approve or spend money on non- 
vital projects unless the money from membership 
growth for 2002 is occurring. (Any dues restruc- 
ture cannot happen until 2003). Please keep in 
mind that the budget is a guidepost for the Board. 
We will NOT spend any money that would put the 
club in financial jeopardy. | have asked all com- 
mittees to carefully watch their budgets and come 
up with ideas on efficient use of our members time 
and money. We have had two years of increase 


to our treasury but it is due to PACIFICON’s suc- 
cess. If we are to not be so dependent on that 
event, a realignment of dues is in order. Thanks 
for your support

Philip P. Noyes, M.D., long time member of 
MDARC, died on November 20, 2001 at the age 
of 74. Phil was an ophthalmologist practicing in 
San Leandro for some 35 years and was the 
former chief of staff at San Leandro Hospital. He 
earned his bachelor’s and master’s degrees from 
University of California, Los Angeles and his 
medical degree from Duke University. 


Phil was a World War II navy veteran. He liked 
boating and was a member of United States Power 
Squadron. He was also an Eagle Scout, a DXer 
and enthusiastic radio amateur. 


He is survived by his wife Eveline, KM6KO, and 
two daughters. For more than ten years Phil and 
Eveline have maintained almost 100 per cent 
attendance on the Jay’s Thursday night net. They 
were so reliable that before having an outside 
antenna and not being able to reach the repeater 
from their home in San Leandro hills they would 
drive across town to a better location. Such 
dedication.
